Henry King, with Murderous 
_ Intent, Invades New York 
Foundling Asylum, 


SOUGHT TO DISCOVER 
SECRET OF flS BIRTH 


®isters of Charity Refused To Dis- 
close His Parentage, and King 
Used His Revolver—Neither 
of the Sisters Fatally 
Injured. 


New York. July 17.—Henry F. King. 30 


years of age, entered the office of the 


New York foundling asylum this after- 
noon and shot two Sisters of Charity. 
He then ran into the grounds of the 
institution and shot himself in the left 
breast. making only a flesh wound. King 
was taken to a police court, where he 
was committed without bail for examina- 
tion Saturday. The injured sisters are: 

Sister Angelo, 45 years of age, shot in 
the right arm. and Sister -Cecella, 30 
years old. shot In the left arm and side. 
Neither was fatally hurt. 

King, who has been a frequent visitor 
to the foundling asylum, is believed to 
be demented. He suffered for some time 
from melancholia, according to the po- 
lice. and on May 7 was arrested in the 
vards of the institution after he had at- 
tempted to commit suicide by taking 
carbolic acid. 

When he was arraigned King sald he 
had begged the authorities of the found- 
ling asylum to give him information about 
his birth. but that they had refused to do 
go. This so angered him, he said, that 
he did not know what he was doing. 

King came to this city in 1898 from 
Baltimore and commenced a search for 
the fdentity of his parents. In June, 1900, 
he obtained an order in the supreme 
court directing the authorities of the 
New York foundling asylum to show 
cause why they should not allow him to 
examine the books of the institution. He 
asserted that he had been placed in the 
institution in 1871, when a baby, and in 
1873 was farmed out to Thomas R. Gar- 
diner, of Bryantown, Md., with whose 
family he remained until 1894, when he 
went to Baltimore. He claimed the books 
of the asylum would disclose the identity 
pf his parents. 

The application for the writ was argued 
before Justice O’Gorman, when Jane C. 
McCrysal, the treasurer of the asylum 
since 1868, stated the record of the books 
was: 

“Henry J. King, 1 day old; no name 
left with child. October 28, 1871, 8:30 
o'clock p. m.” 

Justice O'Gorman denied King’s appli- 
sation to see the books of the asylum.

BUCKSHOT ENDS 
LFEOF OUTLAW 


Desperado Is Killed in Running 
Fight at Columbus, 


McLendon, Chased by Officers for 
Ten Hours, Is Finally Overtaken 
~ and Shot to Death While 

Attempting To Kill 
His Pursuers. 


Columbus, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)— 
Randall McLendon, alias Randall David, 
a negro desperado, who has been defy- 
ing the city and county authorities for 
forty-eight hours, during which he fired 
repeatedly at officers; although without 
effect, was run down this afternoon at 
Bull creek, east of the city, by Depu- 
ties C. A. Smith and Frank Reese. 

He raised his pistol to shoot and Smith 
fired two charges of buckshot into him, 
while the other officer shot him with a 
pistol. He lived several minutes, 

McLendon had been charged with as- 
Sault with intent to murder his wife. He 
was chased by the police to the city 
limits several times this morning, but 
would stop as soon as he crossed the 
line. The posse chased him 10 miles in 
and about the suburbs before getting 
him. David formerly lived in Macon. 


A SUCCESS. 


Trial of Battle Ship Satisfactory to 
the Builders. 


Philadelphia, July 17.—The new battle 
ship Maine, built by the Cramps to re- 
place the ill-fated Maine, returned to 
this city tonight after a_ satisfactory 
builders’ trial at sea. The new war ves- 
sel proved herself to be a very speed 
ship for her size, she averaging 18.29 
knots an hour over a measured course, 
Her contract calls for a speed of 18 
knots. In a preliminary run late last 
night the Maine attained a speed of 19.95 
knots an hour, which she maintained for 
a period of thirty mfhutes. Her ma- 
chinery worked smoothly and the per- 
formance of the big ship in every: 
other particular was satis¥actory to her 
builders. 

She wes sent to sea shortly after 7" 
o'clock lust night for a preliminary run. 
The course was laid southeast of Over- 
falls light ship, and for an hour and 
thirty-eight minutes the great war ship 
was sent ahead at top speed. From.the 
very start of the’ run it was seen she 
would exceed her contract sneed and 
there was much: satisfaction expressed 
when calculations, made after the run, 
showed the vessel had maintained an 
average speed of 18.05 knots an four. 
For thirty minutes during this run she 
had a burst of @5eed of 19.9% knots an 
hour, which is considered extraordinary 
for a vessel of the Maine’s displacement, 
After the preliminary spin the Maine 
was allowed to drift all night and this 
morning she lay 22 milles southeast of 
Five Fathom bank Ifght ship. The ves- 
sel was headéd for the Ight ship and 
then the real test of the trial was begun 
over a measured course of 21 miles from 
the Five Fathoms bank to the Owerfalls 
light ship. During the night every part 
of the machinery was inspected and 
thoroughly oiled and cleaned, and as a 
result the big ship {Increased her speed 
of the night before and placed her aver. 
age figurus at 18.29. .The test was sa 
satisfactory to the builders that her nose 
was immediately turned toward the bay, 
and this city wA® reached tonight. 


MAINE PROVES 


TRACY IS STILL AT LARGE. 
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Outlaw Has Again Escaped Sheriff 
and Posse. 

Black Diamond, Wash., July 17.—Tracy 
has escaped again. He has eluded the 
sheriff of King county and many picked 
men, who had advanced on his hiding 
place 3 miles from here last night. The 
posse arrivec at Tracy’s hiding place six 
or eight hours after he had left. He had 
taken a row boat and gone to the east 
end of Sawyer lake, presumably about 
2 o’clock® this morning, accompanied by 
his two confederates. Sheriff Cudihee and 
the posse returned to Black Diamond this 
evening. The chase from this point has 
been abandoned. 


WOMAN IS BURNED TO DEATH.

her husband was seriously burned. A 
servaht was burning rubbish on _ the 
lawn when Mrs. Castello stepped out to 
throw some paper on the fire. The wind 
caused the blaze to suddenly veer, and in 
an instant she was ablaze. Her husband 
and son rushed to her rescue, the latter 
being slightly and the former seriously 
burned.

PLAN TO FINANCE PURCHASES. 


Union Pacific Announces Scheme of 
Trai jAction. 
New York, July 17.—The Union Pacific 


Railroad Company announces a plan for 
financing the balance of its purchases 
of Northern Pacific and Southern Pacifiz 
shares. A year and a half ago, exten- 
sive purchases of Northern Pacific stock 
were made in the interest of the Union 
Pacific company, and the shares acquired 
were vested in the Oregon Short Line 
Company. They now consist of Northern 
securities stock, for which the Northern 
Pacific shares have been exchanged. Since 
that time the Union Pacific company has 
also increased its holdings of Southern 
Pacific stock. 


The Oregon Short Line Railroad. Com- 
pany has created an issue of 4 per cent 
and participating twenty-five-year gold 
bonds. The bonds carry 4 per cent inter- 
est, payable semi-annually and beginning 
with the year 1903 are entitled to any 
dividends and interest which may be paid 
in cash each year upon the deposited col- 
lateral in excess of 4 per cent upon the 
bonds outstanding. 

The present issue of these bonds will be 
$31,000,000 and holders of the preferred and 
common stock of the United Union Pa- 
cific of record of August 1, have the 
privilege of subscribing to these bonds at 
90 and interest to the extent of 50 per 
cent of the par value of their stock. 

This transaction completes the purchase 
of Northern Pacific and Southern Pacific 
stock without increasing the bonded ob- 
ligations of the Union Pacific Company 
or its capital account. 


BULLER TROUBLE IS REVIVED. 


Government ” Attacked for Course 
Toward General. 


London, July 17.—The Buller contro- 
versy was again raised by Sir Edward 
Grey, Hberal, in the house of commons 
today on the war office vote. Sir Edward 
charged the war office officials with act- 
ing unfairly toward General Buller, and 
demanded the publication of further pa- 
pers. 

The war secretary, Mr. Brodrick, de- 
clared further publications could not re- 
lieve General Buller of the responsibility 
of such mistakes as the abandonment of 
the guns at Colenso, and the proposals to 
surrender Ladysmith. 

Sir Edward Grey’s proposed vote of 
censure of the government for its treat- 
ment of General Buller was defeated by 
236 to 98 after much speech making. 

Simultaneously the war office was be- 
ing attacked in the house of lords, where 
Lord Monkswell, liberal, brought up the 
scathing allegations contained in the re- 
port of the committee on military educa- 
tion and urged the immediate appoint- 
ment of an inspector general of army 
education. 

Lord Ragland, the under gecretary of 
war, and Lord Lansdowne, the foreign 
secretary, replied that a new scheme for 
education, containing sweeping changes, 
was being drafted. Lord Monkswell’s mo- 
tion was withdrawn.

TO STAY SPREAD OF CHOLERA. 


Natives Will Be Removed from the 
Slums of Manila. 


Manila, July 17.—The municipal health 
board has decided to remove 40,000 na- 
tives from the slums to suburban camps 
in an effort to check the spread of chol- 
era here. The object is to clean and 
disinfect the disease centers. The camps 
will be sanitarily conducted. The mu- 
nicipality rents’ the ground, builds the 
camps and feeds the indigent persons. 

St. Petersburg, July 17.—Official dis- 
patches announce the serious spread of 
cholera in Manchuria, accompanied by 
great mortality. Out of 643 cases at Inky 
seventy-seven died up to July 4 At 
Kharbin there have been 575 cases and 322 
deaths up to July 10. At a score of other 
places affected cholera stations have been 
established and the passengers on all 
trains are inspected by sanitary officers.

PRECEDENCE IN THE NAVY. 


Decision Has Been Rendered by Sec- 
retary Moody. 
Washington, July 17.—Secretary Moody 
today decided the question of precedence 
of bureau officers holding the advanced 
rank in virtue of their commissions as bu- 
reau chiefs. Unti) the general board of 
which Vice Admiral Dewey is head was 
constituted, the department held that the 
ranking officer was one who held the old- 

est commission. 

Admiral Dewey decided that seniority 
of rank was determined by priority of the 
date of the lastcommission of the officer.

WANT GENERAL STRINE 


But Mitchell Is Powerful, and Gone ~~ 
vention Will Refuse To Order 2 
Out the Soft Coal Workers. 
Mitchell Wants All 
Contracts Kept. 


‘Indianapolis, Ind., July 17.—If the voice 
and influence of President Mitchell, of 
the United Mine Workers, prevail with 
the members of his organization there 
will be no general strike of the organi- 
gation. The chances of such a step be- 
ing taken now are very remote. In his 
speech in the convention this afternoon 
Mr. Mitchell advised strongly against a 
strike, and that the bituminous minefs 
continue at work, and that a system of 
assessment upon the members of the er- 
der, which he outlined, be carried into 
effect as the best means of affording aid 
and supyort to the striking anthracite 
men in the east. 

His recommendations, if adopted by the 
convention this afternoon, would have 
settled the entire question for which the 
convention was called, and an immedlate 
adjournnweme would have followed. A mo- 
tion to adopt the suggestions of Preal- 
dent Mitchell provoked a long deBate, in 
which the general sentiment was against 
the ordering of the strike. The men from 
the anthracite regtons finally made a re- 
quest that they be allowed to hold a cau- 
cus to determine upon.an expression of 
opinion as to what they thought the con- 
vention should do, and asked an adjourn- 
ment of the convention for this purpose. 
Their request was granted and the ad-’ 
journment taken. 

Strike Advocates in Minority. 

The men who were in favor of a strike 
were in a decided minority in the conve- 
tion,. Three speeches were made by me 
bers’ of the anthracite districts. askin 
that the soft coal men walk out. and 
twice as many were made by anthracite 
men urging the soft coal men to continue 
at work. 

The convention was called to order at 
10 a. m. by President Mitchell. The read- 
ing of reports of various committees oc- 
cupied nearly the entire morning session. 
When the convention met in the afternoon 
a motion was made and carried that the 
convention go at once into executive ses- 
sion. John P. Reese, of Iowa, *moved a. 
reconsideration of the vote by which this 
actton was taken, declaring that in view 
of the momentous issue depending upon 
the action of the convention, secret sés- 
sions were undesirable. 

“The entire country is watching thig 
convention,” said Mr. Reese, “and we 
must take no chances of being placed 
before the country in a wrong light. If 
we g0 into executive session the news- 
papers will get in just the same. The 
papers always get the proceedifgs of the 
convention when it goes into executive 
session, and they always will, even if 
they have to buy their news from some 
of the gentlemen who are in favor of an 
executive session.”’ 

The speech of Mr. Reese carried the 
day, the vote was reconsidered and it 
was decided that the meetings of the 
convention would be open to the public.

TO AMERICANS

Another Statement by Wash- 
ington Regarding the Philip- 
pine Religious Problem, 


ASSERTED THAT FRIARS 
ARE CAUSE OF DISCORD 


Alleged That They Have Failed To 
‘Perform Their Religious Duties 
and Are Greatly Disliked 
by the Natives of the 
Islands, 


—— | 


Washington, July 17.—The war depart- 
ment today made public the last note of 
Secretary Root to Governor Taft, dated 
last Monday, relative to the negotiations 
for the friar lands. It formed the basis 
for the note which Governor Taft yester- 
day communicated to the vatican, the 
essential points of which were cabled 
from Rome by the Associated Press last 
evening. In addition to portions already 
published the note says: 

“Regarding the withdrawal of the mem- 
bers of the religious orders from the 
Philippines, the Philippine government 
| desires social results which it deems of 
great importance to the welfare of the 
Philippine people, and which can be ac- 
complishe@ ‘only by the withdrawal of 
this class of persons who have fortuitous- 
ly been thrown into special and antago- 
nistic political relations with the people. 
That government has proposed an ar- 
rangement which is supposed to be very 
advantageous to thé church. 

‘Recognizing the intensity and practi- 
cal unanimity of the feeling among the 
Filipinos, and at the same time desiring 
to avoid causing loss to the church, the 
Tnited States government representatives 
proposed to pay for the lands out of the 
public funds if. the friars would leave thé 
island and give place to other religious 
orders of their own faith who might be 
able to accomplish for their religion what 
they themselves had so signally failed 
to accomplish. 

Friars Cause Discord. 

“It is the desire to accomplish the re- 
moval of this cause of disturbance and 
discord that has led me-to approve that 
clause of your proposal which would in- 
volve the government of the Philippines 
in a large and undefined obligation for 
the purchase of lands in advance of a 
specific ascertainment of their values and 
of the estimated prices which we can 
reasonably expect to receive from them 
when we in turn offer them for sale, 
and to the clauses which would antici- 
pate the authority of congress in regard 
to the ascertainment of rentals and dam- 
} ages in the course of occupation and the 
conyeyance of church lands provided for 
in your proposal.

Pitch and toss is evidently one of those 
pastimes which have comé.down in the 
world; but if kings no longer play “heads 
or tails,” the decision of matters of some 
importance by the toss of a coin has not 
been unknown in recent times. Gambling 
by tossing is very old; it has‘ probably 
existed ever since a coin was first made 
with different designs on its two sides. 
The Romans of long ago, instead of call- 
ing ‘head or tail,’’ cried “Capita aut na- 
via,” i. e., heads or ships, the two-faced 
head of Janus being commonly shown on 
one side of the coin, and the prow of a 
ship on the other. 

The Latin phrase, strange to say, has 
been found in use in a distorted corrupt- 
ed form among the country folk of Nor- 
mandy at the present day. The Norman 
villagers toss a coin and cry a strange 
and, to themselves, meaningless farrago 
of words, which, practically unspellable 
and almost unpronounceable as they are 
to those unused to them, have yet distinct 
resemblance to the ol4 Roman ‘capita 
aut navia,’’ of which they are doubtless 
a survival. 

Grecian boys played a similar game of 
chance with shells. The shell chosen as 
a medium for gambling was smeared with 
pitch on one side, the other remaining in 
ita native whiteness, and when it was 
thrown up the guesser called ‘‘white’’ or 
“black,’’ just as modern boys in the 
cricket field sometimes calj ‘‘flat’’ or 
“round’ when they throw a bat Into the 
air and decide the order of innings by 
the guess as to which side will be upper- 
most after its fall. The passion for gam- 
bling seems to be as old as humanity. 
If Greek boys used parti-colored shells } 
far — purposes, their seniors were 
perfectly familiar with the use of the dice, 
and coins or their substitutes hav® been 
tossed and dice thrown by the votaries 
of chance al] down the ages since the 
youth of the world bloomed in Greece.

It Will Be Used with Steam When 
the Boilers Are Connected.

Jennings, La., July 17.—The situation 
here remains practically unchanged. No 
further efforts will be made to check the 
flames at the burning well until twenty 
boilers are connected, So as to turn on an 
immense quantity of steam. A large 
supply of salammoniac has been ordered 
and will be used on the fire in connection 
with the steam when the test is made.

Ten thousand dollars was offered for 
anyone who would extinguish the flames 
and get control of the gusher. 

Smoke can be seen from a distance of 
20 miles and by night the sky is bril- 
liantly illuminated for a much greater 
distance.

FARMER CHARGED WITH WIFE 
MURDER IS LYNCHED. 


Joseph Anderson Taken from Jail by 
Mob—First White Man Ever 


Lynched in the County. 

Owensboro, Ky., July 17.—Joseph An- 
derson, a farmer, who was {n jalfl here 
charged with the nfurder of his wife on 
the night of July 8, was taken from 
prison by a masked mob of about forty 
men and hanged to a beam over the 
city scales on one of the principal streets 
of Owensboro at about 2:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

The lynchers, who are supposed to have 
come from the sce%e of Anderson’s al- 
leged crime, about 3 miles west of Owens- 
boro, made their entrance into the city 
quietly, and, going to the jail, demand- 
ed admittance, which was refused. They 
then battered down the prison door, and 
while some went to the prisoner’s cell 
to lead him out others of the mob sur- 
rounded the jailer and his family to pre- 
vent them from giving the alarm. An- 
derson was soon secured and in a few 
moments was led across the street from 
the prison, where a rope was placed 
about his neck and he was hanged to a 
beam over a pair of scales. The mob 
then dispersed. No arrests have been 
made as yet. 

Anderson was the first white man ever 
lynched in Davies county. At the time 
the murder with which he was charged 
was committed Anderson and his wife 
had been separated for about. seven 
weeks, and Mrs. Anderson was living 
at her father’s house, whither Anderson 
went for the alleged purpose of effecting 
a reconciliation. The woman's father. it 
is said, entered some objections and the 
irate husband ‘then dragged his wife int? 
the yard and shot her to death. He 
wos arrested shortly after the crime and 
was in the Owensboro jail when he was 
lynched. Fr

Growth of the Publishing Industry. 


Chicago Record-Herald: Of the mass of 
industrial data that was collected by the 
twelfth census, and which is being tabu- 
lated for publication, nothing will exceed 
in popular interest the figures showing 
the publishing industry. 

The statistics for the census year 1900 
show that 22,312 establishments reported 
for this industry, representing a total in- 
vestment of $292,517,072. This sum. how- 
ever, represents only the live capital uttfl- 
ized and the value of the land, buildings, 
tools, machinery and implements, The 
value of the products of the industry for 
one year is given as $347,055,060, which is 
an increase of 2 per cent in a decade. To 
produce this involved an outlay of $36,- 
090,719 for salaries of officials and clerks, 
$84.249,.889 for wages, $55,897,529 for mis- 
cellaneous expenses and $86,856,290 for ma- 


‘terials used. Over 1.259,000,000 pounds of p4- 


per were used during 1900, of which almost 
78 per cent was consumed for newspapers. 
The total circulation per issue of dailies 
was enough to supply one paper for every 
five inhabitnts.

Governor Longino Asked To 
Commute Sentences of 
Cocke and Lauderdale, 


SENTENCED TO HANG 
ON NEXT. TUESDAY 


Father, Mother and Sister of Con- 
victed Man Make Personal Plea 
for Mercy — Mooted Insur- 
ance Question in 
Mississippi. 


Jackson, Miss., July 17.—(Special.)—Ap- 
peals are being made to Governor Long- 
Ino almost daily to spare the lives of 
Ashley Cocke and Tom Lauderdale, the 
two white men who are to be hanged 
at Greenville next Tuesday for murder. 
Hundreds of personal letters. are pour- 
ing into the governor's office urging that 
the death sentences be commuted to life 
imprisonment, and it has been many 
years since a more energetic attempt 
has been made to prevent the hangman 
from getting in his work. The governor’s 
sympathy is being appealed to and a pa- 
thetic scene was enacted yesterday when 
the father, mother and sister of Tom 
Lauderdale made a personal appeal for 
the life of the condemned man. Several 
large delegations are fo visit the gov- 
ernor during the latter part of the week 
in the interests of the condemned men, 

Governor Refuses To Interfere. 

Memphis, Tenn., July 17.—A Scimitar 
special from Jackson, Miss., says: 

“Governor Longino has refused to In- 
terfere in the cases of Astley Cocke and, 
Thomas Lauderdale, sentenced to death 
for the murder of Engineer Rhea and 
they will hang at Greenville next Tues- 
day.

Insurance Question.

A short time since the city 
appropriated $§,000 for an artesian well 
experiment, and it is now quite probable 
that it will not be made.

“Life on a battleship is no holiday 
excursion,” said an old mariner who 
knows. a thing or two about guns and 
things of that sort, to the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat, ‘and the young man 
who would pick out this kind of a life 
with the idea that it would be one grand, 
sweet round of pleasure would miss the 
mark.

Now, I do not belong to this branch of 
Uncle Sam's fighting force, but my expe- 
rience has taught me many things while 
at sea, and I know something about these 
big guns. Take these 13-inch guns now 
in use on the big battleships. When 
these guns are fired there is something 
going on. It is awful. No man can stand 
to be near them wifhout an appeal to 
protection of some sort. In the first 
place, the men are forced to fill their 
ears with cotton. One young gentleman 
from Annapolis failed to do this on one 
occasion, and he has not been able to 
hear anything since. The mere fact that 
the gun decks are bolted down ought to 
give some idea of the amount of force 
involved in the discharge of one of these 
guns. The stuffing of the ears with cotton 
is absolutely necessary. The discharge 
of a 13-inch gun creates a tremendous 
vacuum. It literally pulls all the air 
out of the ears of men who are close to 
the gun. Here is where the danger 
comes in. The reactionary force is some- 
thing terrific, and unless the ear is pro- 
tected by the use of cotton the air would 
rush back: into the ear with such force 
that the drum would be in danger of 
serious aud permanent injury. The drum 
of the ear could not stand the quick but 
violent return of the alr. Hence the 
use of cotton has been resorted to while 
firing these big guns. There is an in- 
stance on record where the rushing of 
the air into the vacuum caused by the 
discharge of one of these guns was so 
forceful that it broke the lock of a door 
near by, which had been carelessly left 
closed—for the men usually take the pre- 
caution to open the doors on occasion of 
this kind. Standing near a 13-inch gun 
when in operation would cure the naval 
ambition of many young men, I am sure, 
and it would probably convince men who 
are much older in the ways of the world 
that the men who represent the sea- 
fighting force of the United States gov- 
ernment have no easy time,’’

The secret of his success is that 
men have confidence in him. When 
he went down in defeat with Conkling, 
the man who predicted his return to 
an even greater power would have 
been laughed at as absolutely devoid 
of the prophetic instinct. Yet Platt 
did come, and whatever may be said 
in criticism of the political principles 
he represents, no man questions his 
personal integrity or his rare power of 
leadership.

General Wood as Canal Builder. 

The reported probability that Gen- 
era] Leonard Wood may be made chief 
of the isthmian canal construction 
commission is favorably received by 
the press of the country. The news- 
papers have been in daily acquaint- 
ance with the work of General Wood 
gince he became administrator of af- 
fairs for this government in Cuba and 
are perhaps as well fitted to pass 
judgment upon his availability for any 
commission to which he is eligible as 
any other parties in the nation. 

The work which General Wood ac- 
complished in Cuba establishes his 
character as a man with statesman- 
like capacities. He was a careful 
student of situations, a wise inventor 
of methods in critical emergencies and 
a commander who brought things to 
pass with energy, economy and in- 
tegrity. It is doubtful if the records 
of government anywhere, or by any 
people, can produce a parallel for the 
clearness, probity and capital success 
of the Wood administration in Cuba. 

If he should be chosen as the chief 
executive officer of the canal commis- 
sion the public would have full as- 
surance of the fact that the work 
entrusted to him would be prosecuted 
with vigor and the utmost dispatch. 
The handling of the government funds 
would be looked to with the strictest 
fidelity and there would be found no 
open opportunities for any scamp or 
slovenly work to be put off on the gov- 
ernment. Whatever was done would 
be safeguarded by as vigilant and in- 
corruptible a man as ever supervised 
such a mammoth enterprise. : 

General Wood speaks Spanish, un- 
derstands the Latin-American charac- 
ter, customs and laws, is gifted with 
a shrewd natural diplomacy and so 
seems fitted with every qualification 
the canal work will demand. His ap- 
pointment at the head of the commis- 
sion would be a wise thing for the gov- 
erhment and meet with the almost 
unanimous approval of the American 
public, which believes that Wood is a 
right-edge man and a faithful “doer of 
deeds that are worthy!”

So Say We All. 
Considerable comment, wise and 
otherwise, is being made in democrat- 
ic newspapers over the following 
declaration made by Senator Vest in a 
recent letter to The St. Louis Repub-

I have no objection to stating that, 
while I am a bimetallist, sincerely and 
truly, and believe that silver is money of 
ultimate redemption, I do not think that 
this is the time to make the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at 16 to 1 a para- 
mount issue. I believe that a man can be 
a good democrat without indorsing the 
deciaration in the Kansas City platform 
for the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver at 16 to 1 without the consent of for- 


eign countries. 


The senator seems to have very 
plainly and fully expressed the senti- 
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| democrats of the cogntry in the above 
‘quoted paragraph. Taken as it stands 
it, involves no retreat from the past 
faith of the party as to the principle 
‘in question and clearly avows the un- 
deniable right of any democrat to have 
his own view of the expediency of any 
party proposal of the past or the pres- 
ent. 

We think it is unquestionable that a 
vast majority of the democrats of the 
nation believe as honestly now as they 
did in 1876, or 1896, or 1900, that a bi- 
metallic system of currency is better 
than a single gold standard. 

Democracy, however, does not live 
or die by the fortunes of that doctrine. 
Times change by chance or collusion 
of events and issues rise or fall in 
their degrees of opportunity by such 
incidents. So that a democrat may 
believe in bimetallism ever so reli- 
giously and yet be no less a democrat 
because he does not believe the press- 
ing of that policy is now as opportune, 
or needful to the people’s immediate 
welfare, as it was in 1896, or as it 
may be a few years hence should an- 
other era of panic and money famine 
occur. To that extent Senator vest 
states the position of most loyal demo- 
crats when he states his own. 

If there are other democrats who be- 
lieve that “the free coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1 without the aid or consent 
of any other nation” should be the 
paramount issue of today, or of 1904, 
they have the indisputable right to’so 
believe. They can go into the party 
conventions wherever they belong and 
contend for their view. If they win, 
they are entitled to the fruits of their 
victory. If they fail and the demo- 
crats of a district, a state, or the na- 
tion, decide differently and refuse to 
make that proposal, or any other, the. 
paramount issue of the moment, it is 
clearly the duty of every true demo- 
crat to abide the decision and loyally 
follow the flag in the future fighting. 


PASSING THRONG. 


President John M. Egan, of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company, was 
in the city on business yesterday. There 
is no railroad official anywhere who looks 
more closely to the interests of his com-~ 
pany and the people whom it has to 
serve than does Mr. Egan. He takes @ 
personal interest in the welfare and the 
progress of the people everywhere along 
the lines of the Central system, and is 
always looking out’ for anything that 
will aid them, for he understands 80 
well how their successes will benefit the 
road. 

Just now. the peach crop and other 
fruits are attracting the greatest amount 
of attention. The Constitution published 
yesterday figures from President Egan 
showing how great has been the increase 
in the shipments this year over those of 
last year’dnd the year before. Mr. Egan 
spoke espécially of the large increase in 
the shipment of fruit of all kinds and 
the satisfactory results that have been 
attained by the growers this year. But 
particularly interesting is the fact that 
the growers are getting their money now 
right on the ground instead of having 
to ship their stuff to commission meér- 
chants in the north, many of whom in 
the past have proven unreliable. z 

“Tt is of the greatest advantage,” said 
President Egan, ‘‘to the small grower e€s- 
pecially, to be able to sell his fruit and 
receive his money right in his home 
market. The man with twenty-five to 
fifty crates of peaches or cantaloupes can 
bring them into town and dispose of 
them to the purehaser right at the depot 
instead of having to consign them to 
some northern commission house and 
take his c%ances. 

“The great demand for fruit this year 
and the competition among the northern 
dealers has done for the fruit growers 
what they have not heretofore done for 
themselves—it has afforded them a means 
for protection against unscrupulous com- 
mission merchants, and, besides, they do 
not have to take any of the other chances 
inci@ent to making the shipments them- 
selves. Another reason for the fact that 
the northern buyers are right on the 
ground is that the northern people have 
begun to realize the great ‘value of the 
Georgia peach. They want it and they 
are going to have it. While the crop 
this year is a large one, the demand is 
more than equal to it, and so the prices 
are keeping up. 

“The Georgia fruit dealers are thus 
getting the protection this year that they 
sought through their recent organization 
with the object of selling only through 
certain designated commission mer- 
chants. As a matter of fact, they have 
not needed the protection of that organi- 
zation because the buyers have been right 
on the ground ready to pay cash for 
everything of good quality offered them.”’ 


A well known young railroad man 
whose home, by the way, is not inm-Atlan- 
ta, was telling a few friends at the Kim- 
ball house yesterday how, as the result 
of being slightly damaged in a recent 
wreck, he had made more money than 
he had ever doge in the same length of 
time before in his life, 

“I was hurt pretty bad,” he _ said, 
‘knocked unconscious, smashed up gen- 
erally, and had to remain in the hospital 
five weeks, but the money seemed to be 
coming to me from all directions. In 
fact, I never made s@ much before in all 
my life as I did during those five weeks 
I stayed in bed and did nothing.”’ 

“Tell us how you did it,” of course 
some one put in. 

“Well, you see, I werk for a pretty 
good road,’’ he replied;.‘‘and my salary 
went on all the time.. Then I happened 
to have an accident policy which came 
in right handy to the tune of about 
$300 and the road that was responsible 
for the accident which laid me up has 
decided to pay me about $400, so I will 
come out about $1,000 on the five weeks. 
It’s the best five weeks’ business I have 
ever done, though I was in a pretty bad 
fix for a time, and I do not think I 
would go through it again for several 
times the amount.” 

‘“‘How is it the road is going to fix you 
when you were riding on a pass?’’ asked 
the inquisitive friend. 

“Oh, riding on a pass does not cut 
much figure in a case like that,’’ was 
the reply. “Of course, 
think of such a thing as bringing a suit 
against a road under such circumstances, 
but the road expressed a willingness to 
compensate me to a gsimall extent, and 
you can put it down that I expressed a 
willingness to accept it. It was a good 
five weeks’ business, all right, and gave 
me a little bank account; but I don’t 
want any more of it, I tell you.” 


Retirement of the Hell-Roarer. 

The act of President Roosevelt in 
summarily retiring General Jacob H. 
Smith from the active list of the army 
will meet the approval of the country. 
Under the finding of the courtmartial 
there was little more that the presi- 
dent could do without setting aside 
the verdict of the court and ordering 
a new trial of the general. The presi- 
dent probably considered that the re 
sult of such a new trial by his fellow- 
officers would scarcely be more 
against the accused than the former 
trial. Therefore, he has acted on the 
ease as presented. 

It is worth noting in this connection 
that the president did not accept toto 
coelo the special pleadings of Secre- 
tary Root in the case. The latter tried 
by specious statements to dissociate 
the Smith “kill-and-burn” orders from 
the acts of Major Waller in the mur- 
der of the Filipino guides and bearers. 
The president, however, Says it is im- 
possible to say how much the words of 
Smith influenced those acts, and he 
clearly thinks they did help to incite 
them. His language leaves no doubt 
that he disapproves of the entire spirit 
in which the Samar campaign was 
conceived, including both the orders 
of Smith and the deeds of Waller. 

It was most desirable that neither 
of those bloody and brutal incicents 
should go unpunished. The record of 
the American army for humanity and 
strict obedience to the rules of civil- 
ized warfare demanded that it should 
not bear before the world the stigmata 
of such deeds. The president makes 
it plain that when they come within 
the reach of his functions he will deal 
with them frankly and as effectively 
as he can. 

On the other hand, the indorsement 
made upon the findings by Secretary 
Root are unconvincing and smell of 
the campaign torch. They are con- 
ceived in the spirit of one who is too 
evidently forestalling an anticipated 
campaign use of the Smith and Waller 
acts. The honorable secretary very 
broadly endeavors to make out that 
the acts are really not so bad after all 
and have plenty of preceaents by 
which they may be justified, or ex- 
cused. He has prepared a party plea 
in abatement of any attack upon the 
administration for these deeds. 

But the president cut the gammon 
out of the secretary’s work. He blunt- 
ly says the whole business was bad 
and does what he can to punish it. 
He retires Smith under an inerasible 
stigma.

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WU GLAD TO RETURN. 


The Chinese Diplomat Discusses His 
New Duties. 

Chicago Record-Herald: Wu Ting-fang, 
the Chinese minister, said today that on 
the whole he was glad to go back to 
China. He regrets, of course, to leave 
America, where he has made so many 
friends, but he hopes to be of some ser- 
vice in the modernization of China. As 
an assistant to Shen, a member of the 
imperial board of punishments, he will 
codify the laws of his country, and this 
task will give him a rare opportunity to 
introduce many of the ideas of western 
civilization which he has acquired during 
his residence in London and Washington. 
Wu Ting-fang is a Chinese in learning 
and temperament, but an Occidental by 
absorption. He is one of the shrewdeat 
men the Orient ever sent out to the west. 
He has studied America as no other Ori- 
ental ever studied it. He will carry back 
to China an invaluable store of knowl- 
edge concerning American governmental 
and industrial methods. He has himself 
taken to everything American with rare 
zest. He rides a wheel, drives an auto- 
mobile, uses the telephone, makes speech- 
es, gives interviews, works the press, 
knows the value of social activity and ts 
‘up to’ all the latest ideas in diplomacy, 
business and finance. With his knowl- 
edge, energy and tact he cannot well fail 
to be of great service to his country, 
though not too much should be expected 
in the way of modern advancement of a 
people not one-half of whom, probably, 
are as yet aware that the empress and- 
emperor were driven out of Peking by 
the allied troops. Mr. Wu does not ex- 
pect to leave the United States for a 
couple of months. He must await the 
arrival of his successor. 


Mr. Wu chatted pleasantly with a rep- 
resentative of The Record-Heraid today. 

“Tt cannot tell what will be the nature 
of my work in China, nor could 1 out- 
line any plan in advance of investigation 
of the scope of reorganization proposed 
by my government,” he said. ‘“‘My im- 
pression of the United States I reserve 
for a book which I propose to cal] “The 
Wonderful Nation.’ I intended to ‘scoop’ 
some of the newspaper men, but I sup- 
pose my title indicates something of my 
ideas and almost enough to set you guess- 
ing. Therefore | might as well give you 
some of my basic ideas. 

“I have been struck from the first with 
the activity of your nation. Activity, 
mental fertility and adaptiveness are the 
galient characteristics of the American 
people. Through these three qualities 
this people has grown in a short time to 
a position of glory and power. The 
United States is consulted by all other 
nations. This China has good reason to 
know. The calm, discreet views of your 
statesmen, their fair propositions and un- 
swerving good faith have given the United 
States an unrivaled position in the Orient. 
Were it not for the unfair attitude toward 
the. Chinese as men, the United States 
would quickly absorb the commerce of 
Chi If you want the trade of China 


s+. 
— 
United States may reap the fruits of her 
noble political policies. 


“The adaptiveness of Americans is the 
characteristic which struck me most fa- 
vorably,”’ continued Mr. Wu. “You have 
no governing class. Suddenly an emer- 
gency arises. You want a president, an 
ambassador, a lawyer, to appear before 
some great international tribunal. You 
have no class trained and selected for 
such occupations. But the people always 
get the man they want, and he performs 
his duty well. Mistakes have been made, 
of course. Mistakes have been made in 
England, also, and there they have a 
ruling, trained class. Probably the Unit- 
ed States has made fewer grave mistakes 
than any other wation. 

‘I imagine the adaptiveness of the 
American springs from the almost univer- 
sal diffusion of education. You have a 
splendid system of schools. No other 
people are universally educated—I might 
say, considering the national passion for 
reading—learned. When I compare the 
rural and isolated districts of the United 
States with provincial England and the 
preponder@iaces of what I am inclined to 
call learning is all with the United 
States. 

“In my own experience here I recall 
such men as Mr. Root, a lawyer; Charles 
Emory Smith, an editor; Mr. Long, a 
lawyer; Mr. Alger, a volunteer soldier; 
your presidents even; what great achieve- 
ments for men untrained to the special 
duties they carried to success. Mr. Root 
is not a soldier, yet he has adminis- 
tered affairs. creditably to a graduated 
veteran of wars. Then the improvements 
which Mr. Smith wrought in posta] af- 
fairs. These are some of the impres- 
sions I will carry home and which I 
will endeavor to portray in my book. It 
will be a pleasant task during what leis- 
ure I may command and a constant re- 
minder to me that a man’s work is never 
done until he dies. The American is a 
compound of energy, fertility and adap- 
tiveness, with the last more highly de- 
veloped than in any other type of man- 
kind.”’ 

“There are three important things for 
China,” said the minister. “They are 
education, railways and newspapers. I 
would like to see China improve in these 
things, because China has need of good 
men, and the way to get good men is to 
have gtod education. We ought to have 
more schools in China and more young 
men studying in Europe and the United 
States. I should like to have schools in 
China as you have in your cguntry. We 
ought to have a system of popular edu- 
cation, so that every one can be -edu- 
cated. We want our people educated. 

“Then we want more ralfiroads. Rail- 
reads are the means of education also. 
They allow people to travel and allow 
those of one town to come in contact 
with people of other towns. That is edu- 
cation. 3 

“The tbirg of the pre-eminently impor- 
tant things is the newspapers. We want 
high class newspapers in China. That 
is another form of education. They must

Pronounced Improvements. 
in Birmingham District 
Over Last Year,

Birmingham, Ala., July 17.—(Special.)—~ 
A consideration of the metal shipments 
from the southern fields for the past six 
months makes interesting reading. The 
total shipments of pig iron, steel and 
cast iron pipe during the fir#t half of 
the present year aggregate 987,716 tons 
of which 904,014 tons were pig iron and 
steel and 83,702 were cast iron pipes. The 
Birmingham district showed up well in 
this calculation, fhe pig iron and steel 
shipments from this district aggregating 
472,600 tons, and the cast iron shipment 
aggregating 41,745 tons. 

If the shipménts continue the balance 
of the year ag they fRiave up to this 
time there is no-doubt but that the final 
total for the year will show a pronounced 
improvement over last year’s shipments, 

Locks for Warrior River. 

United States Attorney Vaughn has 
received instructions from the attorney 
general of the United States to proceed 
at once to acquire titles to the property 
necessary to install three locks in the 
Warrior river below Tuscaloosa So that 
a deep draught vessel! can sail the stream 
as far as that city. The dfstrict attorney 
is now taking steps in this direction. 

The three locks to be installed will be 
as follows: Lock No. 1 in Marengo and 
Sumter counties, requiring 25 acres; lock 
No. 2, in Hale and Green countfes, re- 
quiring 29 acres, and lock No. 3. in Hale 
and Green counties, requiring 38 acres. 

The Warrior is now open to shallow 
draught vessels, but with the erection 
of the three locks mentioned the stream 
will be open for very large commercial] 
vessels.

Two United States deputy marshals, 
Messrs. Battle and Bell, had a narrow 
escape yesterday near Tallapoosa, Ga., 
while effecting the arrest of two moon- 
shiners—Frank and Wilburn Smith. The 
former, who is only YS years old. was 
seen in the woods with a jug on his 
shoulder on the way to his brother's il- 
licit still, near Tallapoosa. They followed 
the boy, and as they approached the 
distillery were fired upon by Wilburn 
Smith. They finally succeeded in over- 
powering the fwo Smiths and brought 
them here for trial. Both are charged 
with ilficit distilling. 

The voters of Alabama are this week 
being given their last opportunity to reg- 
ister in order to vote in the approaching 
election. The boards of registrars are 
in session at the several court houses 
of the state during the present week and 
all persons who fall to qualify will be 
disfranchised as far as the present 
statutes are concerned. A certificate un- 
der the temporary plan now in vogue 
authorizes a citizen to vote during the 
balance of his life. The provision is a 
constitutional one and cannot be altered 
or amended by any legislature, 

The state board of pharmacy will meet 
at Huntsville on the 2th instant to ex- 
amine applicants for licenses to practice 
pharmacy. At a recent meeting of the 
state board held here a resolution was 
adopted that the board meet quarterly 
and that a more rigid examination be 
secured than has heretofore been. Thig 
is the first meeting held since the adop- 
tion of the new regulation.

Major J. F. Edwards, the efficient book- 

keeper.at the postoffice, handed in yes- 
terday to Postmaster Blodgett the con- 
solidated financial statement of the At- 
lanta postoffice. This statement shows 
the total] receipts from every source and 
disbursements of the postoffice for the 
year ending June 30, 1902. 
* The statement reads like the report 
of some large banking concern and 
brings out the fact that nearly $2,000,- 
000 passed through and was handled by 
Atlanta’s postoffice last year. 

The report shows that the expense of 
running the postoffice amounts to §$130,- 


170.80, which is only 31.3 per cent of the 
receipts of the office from stamp sales 
and box rent.

QUICKER MAIL SERVICE. 


Effort by Postmaster Blodgett To 
Have Mails Distributed on Trains 
Ready for Delivery. 
Postmaster Blodgett has made another 
move in the interest of perfecting and 
making more efficient the Atlanta mail 
service. He is now making a “strong 
effort to have the large mails which come 
in from the east on.the early morning 
trains made up ready for distribution 

bn the trains, . 

Since July 1 the postmaster has had 
a night force on at the postoffice consist- 
ing of four carriers, whose duty it is to 
distribute the night mails and have them 
ready for the carriers as soon as they 
arrive in the morning. 

This extra fsrce is rapidly becoming 
more accustomed to the work, and is 
making its usefulness felt by having the 
mails ready at an earlier hour for distri- 
bution, and when the department at 
Washington acts favorably on the recom- 
mendation in regard to the distribution 
of mail on the trains, Atlanta wil] then 
have one of the quickest mail systems 
in the country. 

Postmaster Blodgett has taken up the 
matter with Superintendent J. M. Terrell, 
of the railway mail service, and it is very 
probable that the recommendation made 
to the department at Washington will be 
favorably acted upon at an early date. 

Several of the larger cities of the north 
and east are favored with the system of 
having the mails distributed on the trains 
ready for delivery, and Postmaster 
Blodgett thinks that Atlanta is deserving 
of the same conSideration at the hands 
of the department, and as usual he will 
doubtless succeed in getting this ad- 
ditional service for the city. This will 
mean the distribution of the morning 
maliis at least an hour earlier, which will 
be of great convenience to both business 
men and to the residents.

OFFICERS KILL THE ANIMAL

People Fled Into Their Residences 
and Stores as the Wild Steer 
Dashed Through Streets. 


A wild steer created great excitement 
on Peters street yesterday afternoon 
about 1 o'clock. He ran over a small 
boy, the son of A. Cohen, of No. 27 
Peters street, and painfully injured the 
lad. Before tg was finally killed by po- 
licemen the animal charged upon Officer 
Lockhart, and but for an iron post the 
officer might have been killed. 

For several blocks the wild steer dash- 
ed along at a furious pace, trying to 
gore everybody in sight. People fied 
into their houses and stores. 

The steer belonged to Charles Golden, 
a butcher on Marietta street, and got 
away from W. H. Bowen, a stockman. 
Officers Gloer and Seals, who were on 
horseback, charged upon the steer and 
fired several shots. Officer Lockhart, 
who was on foot, came upon the scene 
and the steer made at him. The officer 
stepped behind an awning post and saved 
his life. All three officers continued to 
shoot and fourteen shots were fired be- 
fore the steer finally fell. 

The Cohen boy was badly hurt about 
the head and a doctor was summoned 
to dress his wounds, 

Steers often go wild in this way, and 
when they do they are exceedingly dan- 
gerous. The people along the route taken 
by the steer yesterday were panic strick- 
en and many would not leave their 
houses until a long while after the ani- 
mal was killed. 


G. W. MULLER’S BID ACCEPTED 


Contract for Improvements on Post- 
office Building 
Awarded. 


The bids on the work to be done at the 
postoffice building were opened yesterday 
morning in the office of Custodian 
Rucker. 

The contract was awarded to George W. 
Muller, who bid $1,980 on the wark. 
Charles W. Gale, the only other contrac- 
tor who submitted a bid, offered to do 
the work for $4,200. 

Mr. Muller’s bid, together with the 
specifications prepared by Public Build- 
ing Inspector J. C. Holmes, were for- 
warded to the supervising architect at 
Washington last nfght and as soon as he 
approves them the work will begin. 

Postmaster Blodgett wrote to Congress- 
man Livingston, who is in Washington 
at this time, asking him to give the mat- 
ter his personal attention and see that 
there was no delay in either the approval 
or disapproval of the plans. 

Mr. Muller, to whom the contract was 
awarded, has had in charge practically 
all of the improvements that have been

The specifications call for the installa- 
tion of another stamp window and the re- 
modeling of the basement to be used by 
the second class mail department. The 
money order department will be moved 
to the second floor, and will occupy 
Rooms 2 and 26.

MOSQUITOES AND NERVES. 


A New Problem Which the Scientists 
Are Expected To Solve. 


New Orleans Times-Democrat: “It’s 
now in order for some scientist to ‘con- 
sider the mosquito problem in its rela- 
tion to man’s nervous system,.”’ sald a 
man who follows the ites and isms of 
modern scientific inquiry, ‘for, tf my 
reasoning is not bad, there is room here 
for volumes of speculation. Mind you, 
I am not slurring the mosquito theory 
one jot or tittle. I believe in it. I be 
lieve further that the half has not been 
told. I do not believe there ig a disease 
in the category which is susceptible of 
transmission from one person to another 
which may not be transmitted through 
this very agency. The mosquito’s field 
of operation cannot be confined to the 
seattering of the so-called germ dis- 
eases. He is the disseminator of poisons. 
If he sucks poison from one person's 
blood there is no reason why he shouldn't: 
leave somewhat of the taint with the 
next person attacked. But I wags think- 
ing more particularly of the insect’s rela- 
tion to the human nervous system. I 
can s@e no reason why the mosquito 
should not be brought in for his share of 
responsibility for the many shattered 
nervous systems with which the medica] 
profession is now familiar. There can be 
no question, of course. about the mos- 
quito’s responsibility for injury to the 
nerves in certain instances, as where a 
man falls a victim to one or the other 
of the complaints which may be trans- 
mitted by this agency. Frequently these 
ailments leave the nervous system 
in bad shape, and the-‘treatment of a 
specialist is invoked to repair the injury. 
Independent of these considerations there 
would seem to be a field which would 
warrant a special inquiry into the mos- 
quito’s relation to the nervous system 
of a human being. Take a very common 
and familiar example: One mosquito 
which may by hook or crook get §ato the 
bar at a cay: string one’s nerves up 
to a high tension for a whole night 
and completely destroy the night’s rest, 
Yet he may never iay his beak on the 
sleeper. He will do no more than make 
his grimaces and half-starved threats 1n 
the dark, and grit his teeth, if I may 
say it. But what is more tantalizing, 
what will more quickly disorganize one’s 
nerves, and put them on edge, ag it 
were, than the midnight song of tne 
mosquito? I know of nothing so rackin 
to the nervous system. The effects o 
one night might wear off in a day. But 
suppose the thing is kept up for an in- 
definite period of time, and suppose a 
whole army of mosquitoes join in the 
attack, and suppose one is ‘peppered’ 
until he is as spotted as a leopard, what 
will the result be? He may not be con 
taminated by any of the ailments the 
mosquito is credited with —: He 
may escape all the contagions. ut he 
will rouse from his bed with shaky 
hands, bleared and reddened eyes, and 
will walk forth to his haunts with an 
unsteady step. In nine cases out of ten 
the victim will develop a febrile condi- 
tion. He will remain feverish all during 
the day, and his nerves will remain up to 
a high tension. He will be quick and 
excitable in his movements. 
is a study for the scientist. If attacks 
of this sort continue it would seem not 
only possible but probable that some 
serious injury to the nervous system 
would be the result. At any rate, the 
subject affords a good opportunity for 
speculative inquiry.”’ 


Over 142 Per Cent Ad Valorem. 


Boston Herald: We alluded the other 
day. in answer to a republican corre- 
spondent, to three cases where the United 
States customs duties worked out more 
than 100 per cent ad valorem. A ocorTe- 
spondent has called our attention to 
another article, and we do not doubt 
that there are a great many more that 
might be enumerated. The last item is 
shoe lasting, goods manufactured of cot- 
ton and worsted. These are assessed for 
duty at 4 cents per pound and 50 per 
cent ad valorem. The goods had a duti- 
able value of $1,253 and théy weighed 
2.632 pounds. The specific duty was, 
therefore, $1,158, while the ad valorem 
duty collec on valued at the 
port of export at $1,253 up to $1,784.50, 
equal to an ad valorem duty of more 
than 142 per cent. Such a tariff would 
seem to be nearer prohibitive than pro- 
tective, and yet we suppose it will be 
claimed that A ind would 
be ruined by any red whatever in 
this enormous customs

Regiment Went 400 Strong 
in Special Trains to 
Wrightsville Beach, 


OLD DEPOT GIVES FURTHER 
PROOF OF ITS INADEQUACY 


Hundreds of Friends Were Gathered 
To Say Goodby, or To Accom- 
pany the Soldiers on Their 
Trip—Will Be Gone for 
Ten Days. 


In command of Lieutenant Colonel Clif- 
ford L. Anderson, and about 400 strong, 
the Fifth regiment infantry, Georgia 
state troops, left the old car shed yes- 
terday for Wrightsville Beach, N. C., 
where they will enjoy an encampment of 
ten days. 

Every company in the regiment with 
the exception of company F, of Car 
tersville, was well represented, each car- 
rying between thirty and forty mew 
and officers. The Cartersville company 
found it impossible to muster a sufficient 
number to make the trip. 

Fully 1,000 people were gathered in 
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MAJOR W. A. PATTON, 
Commanding First Battalion, Fifth 
Infantry, G. 8, T. 
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the old car shed when the troops were 
preparing to leave the city. Friends of 
the soldier boys, wives, daughters and 
Sweethearts were there to join them on 
the trip or to say goodby with wishes 
for a happy camping season. 

Crowded as it is seldom crowded, there 
has never been a better demonstration 
of the incapacity of the old depot to 
satisfy the demands of the public. There 
they stood while trains were backing in 
Or’ moving out, and careless truckmen 
were pushing them to this side or that 
with no thought of personal rights or per- 
sonal comfort. Fortunately no one was 
seriously hurt, though the oportunities 
for accidents were there and were never 
better. 

Went in Two Sections.

ON WALL 
SOON TO GO UP 


Work on €ederal Prison Wall 
Will Begin in Three 
Weeks. 


IMMENSE BARRIER TO 
COST HALF A MILLION 


Six Sentry Houses Will Be Construct- 
ed on Top of Wall Which Is To 
Be Built Thirty Feet High. 
Warden Hawk’s Home 
To Be Built Soon. 


The work of constructing about the 
Atlanta federal prison a stone wall, to 
cost approximately half a million dollars. 
will begin within the next three weeks. 
The wall will inclose 20 acreg. 

Walter H. Harrison, of Atlanta, govern- 
ment superintendent of construction, yes- 
terday surveyed the site of the wal) and 
as soon as he prepares the plans and 
specifications, they will be forwarded to 
Washington for approval. The plans will 
be carefully considered by the department 
and when ratified the work will begin. 
This proceeding will probably require 
about two weeks. 

The wall will be a massive piece of 
work and the only one of its kind in the 
southern states. It will be 380 feet in 
height, 12 feet wide at the base and 4 
feet in width at the top. 

Six sentry houses will be constructed 
on the wail and six sentries, each with a 
gun on his shoulder, will patrol the top 
day and night. Should a prisoner be so 
cunning as to effect his escape from the 
big: penitentiary, he would still be con- 
fronted by a practically tmpassable bar- 
rier. The sentries will reach the top of 
the wall by means of steps on the ount- 
side. 

The material for the whole of the struc- 
ture will likely be stone. Bidgieter the 
material will be invited within a short 
time, and as soon as possible after the 
contract is let the stone will be placed on 
the ground. 

Convicts Will Build Wall. 

Practically the whole of the work will 
be done by convicts now confined in the 
prison. The only free labor to be em- 
ployed will be foremen and such free 
laborers as the work necessitates. There 
are about 300 convicts in the penitentiary 
at present and it is probable that they 
will complete the job within a few 
months. 

Before the foundations are laid, a big 
shed will be erected, underneath whica 
the stone will be cut. About the shed 
will be constructed a high board fencs, 
forming a stockade. The most desperate 
and the long term prisoners will cut the 
stone and will be worked inside the atock- 
ade. The short term prisoners will lay 
the stone. They will not be in a stock- 
ade, but will be closely guarded. 

Owing to the fact that convicts are to 
build the wall, it is not thought the total 
cost will exceed half a million dollars. 
Should free labor be used, huwever, this 
amount would be swelled considerably. 

To Build Warden’s Residence. 

It was learned iast night that the resi- 
dence of Warden S. A. Hawk and a big 
stable are also to be built this year. The 
warden’s residence is to be a handsome 
and costly structure, the original plans 
calling for an expenditure of $15,000. It 
will be located to the west of the prison 
and just outside of the reservation. The 
Luilding will be furnished with all modern 
conveniences and will bé up to date in 
every respect. 

Work on the main building of the pris- 
on, which is to be situated in front of the 
present structure and which is to be much 
larger, will likely begin the first of next 
year. It is expected that the first appro- 
priation will be made by congress at its 
next session, which convenes in Decem- 
ber. 

The construction of the building will 
rrobably begin as soon as the appropria- 
tion is made.

Decisions rendered Thursday, July 17, 1902.

Simmons, C. J.—A deed made in 1878, of 
land to an unmarried woman ‘‘and her heirs 
from her body, if any; if she shall have no 
heirs of her body, then to’’ the heirs of the 
grantor at the death of the grantee, and 
which, while expressly conveying a fee-sim- 
ple estate, reserves to the grantor the use and 
control of the land auring his life, created, in 
legal effect, an estate in the grantor for life, 
with remainder to the grantee in fee, sub- 
ject to be divested upon her death without 
children. The grantee having subsequently 
married, and having died after the grantor 
without ever having had a child, the fee to 
the land passed, under the terms of the deed, 
to the grantor’s heirs.

Expected That Great Crowd Will Wit- 
pess Unveiling of Walker Monument. 


LOW RATES FOR THE EVENT 


Julius L. Brown Advised That Dele- 
gations Will Come from Chatta- 
nooga, Athens, Augusta and 
Jonesboro—Committee 
Meets Today. 


The indications are that Atlanta will 
be thronged with visitors on the occasion 
of the unveiling of the monument to Gen- 
eral William H. T. Walker next Tues- 
day. 

Information thas been received by Ju- 
lius L. Brown, president of the monument 
association, po the effect that delegations 
will come from Chattanooga, Athens, Au- 
gusta and Jonesboro. The railroads have 
offered low rates for the occasion and it 
is expected that hundreds of people from 
the various surrounding towns and S8€c- 
tions will take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to witness the ceremonies and to 
do honor to the great confederate com- 
mander. 

A one-fare rate for the round trip has 
been granted within a radius of 200 miles 
of Atlanta and a special rate of 1 cent 
a mile has been offered for parties of 
twenty or-more. The character of the 
event, together with the low rates, will 
prove a strong inducement to bring a 
lange crowd of visitors here. 

The programme will be completed and 
the final details for the unveiling ar- 
ranged at a meeting of the directors and 
members of the monument association, to 
be held this afternoon at 5 o'clock in room 
15, Brown building. The meeting has been 
called by President Brown. 

Will Decide About Parade. 

The question of a parade will be deter- 
mined at that time. It has been suggest- 
ed that a parade be held in the city, but 
there is Opposition to this idea. The dis- 
tance from the car Mine to the monument 
is half a mile and some members of the 
association advocate a parade at this 
point, as a march of that distance is nec- 
essary. They believe that a parade in 
the city and a parade to the monument 
would prove too much walking during the 
hot weather, 

The cars will stop at Saunder’s cross- 
ing and the monument will be reached 
from there by way of the Magazine road. 
Special cars will be provided for the in- 
mates of the Confederate Soldiers’ home, 
the company of United States regulars 
from Fort McPherson and the ofucers of 
the post and their wives. 

The work on the monument is being 
pushed rapidly to completion and every- 
thing will be in readiness for the éxer- 
cises. Jt is expected that the monument 
will be imposition, complete, and covered 
by tomoftow afternoon.

FAMILY CAMPED © 
IN THE STREETS 


Police Arrest E. N. Jordan for Failing 
To Support His Family, 


CHILDREN TAKEN IN CUSTODY 


Wife Given Shelter for the Night. 
Family Had Been Evicted from 
Their Residence. 


With her husband down stairs in a celi, 
Mrs. Edward N. Jordan was on the second 
floor of the city prison last night appa- 
rently one of the most wretched of women. 

Playing about in the prison hall were 
three little children, a boy and two girls, 
as happy as three little chindren could be, 
totally unheedful of the fact that their 
father was a prisoner down stairs and 
their mother a wearted and tortured 


woman. 

The cause of Jordan being in a cell and 
his wife and children under the care of 
the police matron made one of the most 
Interesting stories that has recently been 
recorded’in police annals. 

All Wednesday night and all day yes- 
terday Jordan and his wife and children 
were without a nome. The household ef- 
fects were piled in the street where they 
had been placed when he was evicted from 
a house for which the failed. to pay rent. 

Yesterday the police took a hand in the 
family affairg of the Jordans and had the 
woman and children turmmed over to the 
police matron and the man held for inves- 
tigation by the recorder. 

Jordan has failed to support his fam- 
ily. His wife has been peddling cement 
and varnish from house to houge and 
in this way eked owt a scant livelihood 
for her children. She became sick and the 
income stopped. .The house rent was 
overdue and the family were evicted. 

The police found Jordan and his wife 
sitting in the street opposite No. 309 Ma- 
rietta street with a lot of furniture piled 
up about them. The cniuren were in a 
house of a neighbor. Somewung had to 
ibe done to get the family off the streets, 
and as it was reported that Jordan would 
mot work to support his family a case 
was made against him. 

Mrs. Jordan’s Story. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Mrs. 
Jordan made the following statement last 
night: 

‘My husband has been ill for several 
months and could not work. I went from 
house to hougée selling cement and varnish 
and made a fair living. A few days ago 
I became ill with an abscess in my face 
and could not work. The house rent bde- 
came due and because we could not pay it 
we were put into the street. That was 
yesterday morning. Our goods lay in the 
street jast night and today. I went to the 
city warden and he gave me an order 
for a week's rent for two rooms and we 
were preparing to move when my children 
wére sent to police barracks and my 
husband was arrested. J] am in terrible 
trouble. I don’t see why God should give 
one poor family so mutch troubie.”’ 

Jordan was seen in his cell and he eaid: 

‘I came here with my family from Sa- 
vannah about four months ago. I sell 
sewing machines for a living wnen I am 
well, but I have been ill and could not 
work. My wife worked and made us a 
living. The agent put us into the street. 
We had an order for a week’s rent for 
two rooms and would,have moved to- 
night. The police said Shey believed my 
case ought to be investigated and I was 
locked up.” 

Jordan was arrested a few weeks ago 
on the charge of being drunk on the 
street. He was fined $5.76, but the fine 
was subsequently remitted upon his prom- 
ise to go to work. 

The police will gend the three children 
to the Home for the Friendless tempora- 
rily. Jordan will be arraigned before the 
recorder this afternoon.

Pabst is no longer manager of the At- 
Janta ball team, and when the uniformed. 
men line up on the players’ bench this 
pfternoon they will be under the imme- 
Biate and direct control of President Pe- 
Rer, of the Atlanta Baseball Association. 

The change in management came about 
yesterday afternoon during the game, and 
the conversation which accomplished ‘if 
was short and to the point, Pabst used 
few words in tendering his resignation 
@s manager and President Peter wasted 
Mo talk in accepting the resignation, as- 
Buming personal control of the team and 
Informing the members of the team -of 
the change. 

Both directly and indirectly Krug, and 
tx-Manager Pabst’s friendship for that 
Player, were responsible for the change. 

During the first inning the ball came 
Krug’s way once or twice, and it was 
with the energy and quickness Krug has 
bften shown that he handled it. The 
ball, however, was not in actual play 
When it came into Krug’s hands. It was 
Guring an interval of the inning when 
the ball is passed around for practice. 
In each instance Krug was so quick in 
gathering the ball in and so accurate and 
fast in letting it go that the crowd sent 
one greeting of applause after another 
in the direction of the shortstop. During 
one play—it was a useless exchange, too— 
the ball in flitting about came Taylor's 
way. Like lightning he took it in and 
fired it to Winters on first. ‘Winters sent 
the ball like a flash to Krug. Krug 
handled it all right, but in some way it 
got through the shortstop’s hand and 
gave him a severe/blow in the: thouth. 
Krug’s hands went to his mouth and al- 
most as quickly a haif dozen players 
‘gathered about the player. For a niinute 
‘fhe stood with his hands to his mouth as 
though suffering intensely. Then he toss- 
pd his glove aside and began moving 
toward the players’ bench, creating the 
Jmpression that he was unable to go on 
with the game. He had walked probably 
fifteen steps, a player being on either side 


pf him, when suddenly he wheeled about! 


end started back toward his position, 
quickening his pace as he went, and in 
Hithe bleachers, as Krug started back, some 
Mone yelled out: 

“And that’s all for the grandstand.” 

Krug heard the remark, and it finished 
this usefulness for the day. Frém that on 
until he was taken from the field he was 
ge failure. He lost control of his temper. 
Fie became reckless and indifferent and 
his playing was of that character which 
mrouses the feelings of every member of 
e team in which work of that kind is 
shown. The climax came when some 
taunting remark was made from. the 
bleachers, and Krug having the ball at 
the time fired it into the crowd with all 
the force he could command. 

Pabst Tenders His Resignation. 

President Peter had been a quiet wit- 

thess to it all. He stepped up to Manager 
'Pabst and instructed him to order Krug 
out of the game. Manager Pabst, . of 
course, was presumed to have complete 
and absolute contro] of the men while 
playing. He did not like what he ‘con- 
pidered an infringement upon his prerog- 
ative, and at once tendered his resigna- 
tion as manager of the Atlanta team. 

President Peter was just as ready te ac- 
‘cept as Manager Pabst was to tender, 
;and within the space of a few seconds 
the ball player who has been managing 
the Atlanta team since the playing sea- 
igon of 1902 opened found himself deposed. 

The conference was within the hearing 
of nearly every one, if not all, fhe At- 
fanta players, and as the men came from 
the bench for their next turn it was to 
President Peter and not the usual source 
they looked for instructions. 

It was all done so quickly that almost 
every detail had been accomplished before 
either party had been given an paseo: 
‘ty to think. 

The resignation as accepted does nat 
peever Pabst’s connection with the Atlanta 
team. It simply shifts the responsibility 

the control of the team from Pabst to 

‘Peter. At present Pabs: is in no condi- 
thon to play ball. When his injured hand 
lis ready for use he may again be found 
on first base. It is a fact recognized the 
magociation over that Pabst is one of the 
best first basemen in the south. He is a 
good, clean fielder, an accurate, quick 
thrower and one of the surest and hardest 
bitters in the association. 

President Peter a Favorite. 

‘There is not a man on the Atlanta team 

_ twho does not admire and respect Presi- 
dent Peter. Every one, Krug included, is 
'willing at any time to do anythime Presi- 
dent Peter asks. They all know that he 
f thoroughly acquainted with the game 
and its every detail and they realize that 
only the best work there is in a man 
will prove satisfactory to him. That be- 
fng the case, tt is safe to say that the 
hidden points in Atlanta players, if there 
any hidden points, will be brought out. 
mo way will he submit to anything 
i¥tke insurbordination. That he has ail- 
y shown on two occasions. 

Apart from the conference with ex-Man- 
@@er Past just recited, President Peter 
had an interesting conversation with Krug 
@uring the early hours of the morning. 
Goon after tne president and the short- 
gtop came within talking distance Krug 
asked for his release. The outcome of the 
conference was that Krug deolared he did 
mot want to leave Atlanta, asserting that 
he had rather play here and play with 
President Peter than anywhere else. 

Outfielder Leidy’s Case.

saki by the president: saan wadieay, that 
Leidy had openly asserted that he would 
not play under the management as it then 
was. President Péter took this as a case 
of insubordination and suspended the cen- 
terfielder indefinitely. During the after- 
noon Leidy asked the president to indi- 
cate his course, saying if he was not to 
return to work at once he would have to 
leave for some point where he could se- 
cure work.- At itthat time Leidy had in 
his peeket a letter from the owners of the 
.Birmingham franchise offering him the 
management of that team. Up to a late 
‘hour last night Manager Peter had not 
given out his decision; If he will put. Leidy 
back 'to work the trouble can be smoothed 
over. Or if he will give Leidy ais release 
may have @ new manager 
within a few days. 

To fill the vacancy on first, President 
Peter had begun negotiations before the 
change of management came about. 
Weikart, who has been playing that point 
for Shreveport for some time past, has 
been secured and has been instructed ‘to 
join the Atlantas in New Orleans §un- 
day morning next to take part in the 
initial game in the Crescent City tnat af- 
ternoon.

Of 
course he can't play ball now. He is still 
on*my payroll, and as ] see it now will 
remain there until he leaves the team of 
his.gwn. free will.

That’s all I know of 
to account. for what has been done, for 
no one has worked harder or more faith- 
fully or conscientiously than Pabst has 
worked for me.” 

Should Pabst decide to ask for an out- 
right release in addition to his resignation 
as mandger he will not be out of a job} 
many days after he is again ‘in playing 
condition,

H. EAST, convict No. 82, yester- 
R day submitted to Warden Hawk 
. © at tthe federal prison, a state- 
ment in writing tellinig of his reason for 
planning and executing his escape. 

It was only on the promise of the warT- 
den that no publication of the contents 
of the statement be made that East wrote 
the story. To this promise Warden Hawk 
will live up to In the strictest sense, but 


with the facts in his possession he allow- 
ed a representative of The Constitation to 
interview Past to give the latter the op- 
portunity if he go desired to make any 
statement that might serve to vindicate 
him in any measure. 

A message was brought to the convict 
here by one of the prisoners brought re- 
cently from Indian Territory. This mes- 
sage was sent by a former federal guard 
who had been associated with East’ and 
between whom a friendship had sprung 
up. When East was convicted and sen- 


ed of the ex-guard that he set to work 
to verify or dissipate the suspicions of 
which hs had become possessed. This the 
ex-guard did and with the result thalt 

when the prisoners were sent to the At- 
lanta prison one of them brought a mes- 
sage that East had been correct in his 
supposition. 

East declares that the thought of es- 
cape frém the prison here never enter- 
ed his mind until he had received this 
message. 

The statement made by East in a meas- 
ure is vague, altnough much may be read 
between the lines. Summed up, it simply 
is that he believed he ‘had been wrong- 
fully sentenced for almost four times the 
period he was promised, that it was the 
result of thfee persons plotting against 
him; that he confirmed his belief that 
such was true, and then started to work 
to get back to where his betrayers were, 
for,.what purpose probably no one but 
Henry East will ever know.
